IN A!> interview published in the Chi- 


cago Times-Herald Gov. Matthews, of 
this state, favors the double standard 
and wants the United States to take 


the initiative for an international con' 
fereaoe. He says: "It h&a been dem- 
onstrated beyoad a doubt that the 
business of this country cannot be con- 
ducted upon the single standard, be 
that either gold or silver. To do this 
would be unjuat, perilous and deatruc 
live. We need the double standard o' 
value, an honest and sincere bimetal- 
lism, gold and silver of equal and inter 
changeable values. To talk bimetallism 
and all the time adopting a policy that 
fuither puts the equal value in the dim 
future, as many do, is not acting hi 
good faith. To saj that we must have 
a parity between gold and silver, and 
by our acts, our policy, toward our 
selves as a people and in a faint-hearted 
dealing with other nations, constantly 
creating a greater disparity, is neither 
just, sincere nor honest." 


THE control of the Times-Herald aod 


Evening Post, of Chicago, has passed 
into the hands of Herman H. Koblsaat, 
formerly publisher of the Inter Ocean, 
and he has assumed charge of the con- 
solidated journal. 
Mr. Kohlsaat se- 


cured 725 of the 1,000 shares of 11,000 
each. The remaining 275 shares of 
stock are held by Mr. Hawley, manag- 
ing editor of the paper. 
By the terms 


of the transfer Mrs. Scott, widow of the 
late publisher, received par value for 
the stock owned by her husband, which 
amounts to $200,000, and an annuity ol 
110,000 from the Times-Herald com- 
pany for ten years, providing she lives 
th&t long. Mr. Eohlsaat said in regard 
to the policy and politics of the papers 
in the future: "In local politics the 
Times-Herald and Evening Post will be 
independent. 
On the monetary ques- 


tion it will be unalterably opposed to 
the free coinage of silver and in favor 
of honosl money. 
While generally in- 


dependent in national politics, the 
papers will be advocates of protection 
to American industries." The eale ol 
the Times-Herald to Mr. Kohleaat 
leaves Chicago without a morning 
democratic newspaper. 


The question that has como np be- 


tween certain Chicago gas companies 
and several reform leagues of that city 
is an important one. The Chicago city 
council passed ordinances giving the 
gas companies in question various rights 
and privileges. It was charged that the 
companies bought np the members of 
the council in order to get the contracts 
On the strength of this charge tho Civic 
Federation, backed by some other organ- 
izations, brought suit lo restnm the 
companies from exercising tho rights 
conferred by council. Tho Civic Feder- 
ation was ready with its evidence going 
to show bribery and corruption. The 
case was brought before Judge Payne 
The judge got oat of tho matter by de- 
claring that he had no jurisdiction, and 
that the prosecution s-honlrt come from 
the attorney gyueral of The state an} - 
how. 
The next niovo of the reformers 


is awaited. If they can establish a prec- 
edent for legally blocking ordinances 
passed by a city council, then reform 
leagues anywhere else can do the sauin 
thing. It will become very hazardous 
for city conucilmeu to take money or 
bribes for passing any measure what- 
ever.

St. Paul and St. Ijouls. 


June 3 will Tvitness the departure from 


New York of the first American bnili 
great transatlaiitio steamer, the 
StX 


Lonis. She and the St Panl, her twin 
sister, are monuments to which Ameri- 
cans may point with pride the world 
over. A larga nnmber of citizens of St 
Louis will be passengers over on the 
first trip of tho great steamer named for 
their city. When the St. Paul starts 
out, nest fall, undoubtedly her passen- 
gers will be largely made up of people 
torn the Minnesota city. They and tho 
St. Lonisianswill go abroad jnstfor the 
fun of the thing, to show the British 
how handsome tlio people arc who couie 
from the towns for which we name our 
groat American built ocean steamers. It 
was originally expected *hat the St. 
Panl would be ready to begin her trips ia 
the fall in time to help bring home tho 
summer touris,t=, but the delay in launch- 
ing her may iiiiiko her too late for this. 


The St Louis and St. Paul, though 


regular ptcamshipb of tho American Hue, 
were built on the plan, EO common in 
England, of being aided by a goyern- 
menl mail subsidy. Iu return for this, 
if war thould break out and the vessels 
bo needed tho government -would havo 
tho right to take them aud nse them for 
the navy. Those immense floatmg pal- 
aces, when their full quota of passengers 
and crew are aboard, will hold 1,770 
lOuls. Their engines are the most pow- 
erful of the quadruple expansion type in 
the -world, and 
ifc is expected that: they 


will bo able to travel on the average 
considerably over 20 miles an hour. The 
Sew York and the Paris, tbo other 
steamers of tho American hue, also re- 
ceive mail subsidies and are in conse- 
quence liable for ciuiper duty. 


Kiches of the Yukon Basin. 


It seems hkelj that tho valley of the 


Yukon river in Alaska and British Co- 
lumbia will have a boom in a mild way. 
fhe richest gold mines have been thus 
tar found on the British side of the lino, 
but still they are easily accessible to 
Americans, and many miners from the 
United States have already flocked 
thither. 


Tho climate is not GO cold as it is on 


the eastern side of the continent in 
tho esmo latitude. 
Kich pasturage 


for cattle flourishes, and some veget- 
ables will grow 
Besides the gold 


mines, iron, copper, marble aud coal 
are found in richly paying quanity. 
-There is room there for great and profit- 
able investment of capital. At present 
the state of society is much the samo as 
existed in California half a century ago. 
There is littlo paper money or coin. Ev- 
pry man carries a little buokskin bag of 
gold dust and a tiny pair of scales. For 
each purchase he weighs out swiftly aud 
dexterously gold dust enough to pay the 


ll Gold is rated at $17 an ounce. 
There are no lawyers, and yet the peo- 


ple are honest ^Vheu a man murders or 
steals, ho is lynched. The method seema 
Batisfaotory. The country teems with 
fish and game. Undoubtedly it has a fu- 
ture, and a great one. With swifter and 
more frequent steamers from Puget 
sound, the Yukon country can bo reach- 
ed in ten days. Miners will go from 
Washington to Alaska in spring, dig 
gold till cold weather, then return to 
Washington state for the winter. 


What Next? 


It is well known that a trace of gold 


has been found in sea water, in solution 
with iodino. On the strength of this 
small fact a genins for figures has been 
making large calculations on -what 
would happen if a genius for invention 
should find some feasible way of getting 
gold out of tho sea water. There are 
400,000,000 cubic miles of water in the 
sea. Tho mathematical person has fig- 
ured out that this amounts to nearly 
two trillions of millions of tons. Ho 
gives the exact figures, bnt our spaco is 
too precious to print them. 


Now suppose, says the genius, that 


each ton of sea water contained one- 
tenth to one-fifteenth of a grain of gold, 
or perhaps even a quarter of a grain—• 
that is tho amount thus far obtained— 
the whole ocean would contain some 
10,250,000,000 tons. If wo could get 
thin, or even a part of it, out of the 
water, then not silver but gold would 
be tho drug in the market, and million- 
aires and bankers would in every caso 
insert in their contracts "payable in sil- 
ver. " But will it ever pay to try to get 
the gold out of the ocean water? Some 
scientific professors say it will, and that 
the operation will be something like 
that now in use for getting salt from sea 
water. 


Since the beginning of this year there 


have been distressful want and Buffer- 
ing in certain parts of three states—Ne- 
braska, Kansas and lastly Colorado. 
With all the surplus wheat and cotton 
of last year, this condition must not be 
allowed to continue. Generous hands 
aro already bringing relief. It is to be 
noted, however, that the destitution has 
been in every case in the wretched so 
called rain belt which covers a certain 
section of the Onion.

Where 
will they go when they die? 


Still the great work of adapting elec- 


tricity to the needs of man goes on. It 
has been found entirely practicable to 
propel oanalboats by electricity, so that 
the useful if slow old method of trans- 
porting freight ueed not be given up in 
this fast ago. An electric cable has been 
devised along which the canalboat will 
slide at a good fate of speed. A motor- 
man sits upon n scat above tho operat- 
ing motor and guides tho boat. By the 
now invention ono boat can pass another 
even when both travel tho same way. 
The expense of each motor under the 
new system will be no greater than 
that of a pair of first class mules. When 
these electrical boats got to running at 
full speed, there will be worse things 
than a pleasure trip on a canalboat

High praised and ni£h Priced Varletlei. 


How to Propagate at Small Cost. 


Among the highly praised as well as 


highly priced newcomers is Carman No. 
1. Auothur potato that is landed to the 
skies jns,t now is Irish Daisy. The orig- 
inators bay that this is truly a great po- 
tato, pnre •white, the tnbers round to 
oblong in shape and ripening with Ru- 
ral New Yorker No. 2. Tho Craig pota- 
to, an Ohio production, ia boomed as 
something way above the average. 


A New York grower of potatoes who 


last year had over 200 varieties on his 
grounds is enthusiastic over the Peerless 


POTATO SPROUTS. 


Junior. The claim is that this Peerless 
Junior is a cross between the Peerless 
and the Snowflake, yielding like the old 
Peerless with tho fine quality of the 
Snowflake. Of 205 kinds tried, there 
was but one that ripened as early as 
the Peerless Junior, and that was the 
Early Ohio. The Great Divide potato, 
which originated iu Iowa, is attracting 
attention both east and west of the Eocky 
mountains. A Philadelphia seed firm 
claim it to bo the best potato for the 
main crop. Its special merits are said to 
be "robust grower, line flavor, long 
keeping and best shipping main crop po- 
tato." The New Ideal, originated prob- 
ably in Now Jersey, is another claimant 
for favor which is highly recommended. 


At present prices of some of these nov- 


elties the ordinary grower cannot be 
expected to purchase them by the quan- 
tity. 
Many who like to test new pota- 


toes will have to be satisfied with a 
pound or BO of Carman No. 1, Carman 
No. 8, Irish Daisy, Craig and others. In 
that case, however, the grower will wish 
to make the most of his seed. T. Grein- 
»r, an excellent authority, tells in The 
Farm' and Fireside how to do this. 
Halve your precious potatoes and place 
out side down in very rich soil in box 
in sunny window or in a hotbed or on 
greenhouse bench. The tubers will soou 
sprout, and you can pull the sprouts as 
fast as they appear and set them in rich 
soil. 


Each sprout will make a hill, and yon 


can thus make quite a number of hills 
from one single pound of potatoes. Tho 
accompanying sketch shows one of the 
sprouts just right for pulling and pot-

ting off. This sprout has already an 
abundance of feeding roots, and when 
set in fine, rich soil will be well able to 
take care of itself without suffering the 
least inconvenience or setback. It is 
very essential, however, that yon use 
the very best of potting soil, since you 
must try to save the strength of the 
mother tuber as much as possible and 
make tho young sprouts draw as large a 
share of sustenance from the soil as yon 
can possibly induce them to do. Yon 
want the plant? strong and stalky and 
able to grow right along when set in 
open ground and produce a heavy crop. 
For the same reasons select the very 
best ground afc command and spare no 
pains to give it the very best preparation 
and manuring.

A Word About Wtilte Clover, 


Professor Henry of the Wisconsin sta- 


tion is credited with the following: It 
Is not advisable to sow white clover 
alone on land for hog pasture, but a 
mixture o£ several grasses, such as two 
bushels of blue grass, one bushel of or- 
chard grass, ona peck of timothy and 
four pounds of white clover seed. Sow 
this on three acres of ground, with a 
very light seeding of oata or barley, or, 
batter still, without any grain at all. 
It is suggested that the land be not pas- 
tured until the sod is well formed, and 
if the grass runs up tall that it may be 
cut for hay. No stock should bo turned 
in on the field nntil tho second season, 
unless for <. few weeks iu the fall while 
the ground is dry. Thick seeding ia

THE MAKING Of- A PASTURE. 


Information of Vnloo to tho Fnrmem of 


the Northwest, 


In an ndrlrqs« on Nebraska pastures, 


delivered by J. B. Diuttmoro of fjutton, 
Neb., before tho Nubraska ytock Breed- 
ers' association, much lufurinntion was 
given that is of vnhio iu o^.-jr wiotioni 
of the northwest. Follotfliigaro extracts 
from this nddrisi, as reporter!' in1 full 
by tho Iowa Homestead: 


To socnro a pasture that will meet 


the requirements of tho stock man, if I 
had a native sod I would attempt to 
convert it into a tame grass pasture, for 
it is only from the tame grasses that I 
can conceive of the possibility of a prof- 
itable pasture. 
The wild or native 


grasses, as n rule, are so short lived 
that one can only have an abundance of 
grass about three months. 
They start 


late in the spring, and by tho middle of 
August they aro usually scant in herb- 
age, if not altogether eaten np. 
The 


stock that must depend on them for a 
living isiiit u standstill, Sf not, in fnct, 
losing flesh. Profitable 'pastures tdnst 
fnrnish an abundance of rich feed' from 
the earliest possible time in the spring 
to as late in tho fall sia pORsiblo. 
I am

ed from six \\eeks to two months, to 
the comfort of the srnck aud the profit

Taking the native tod frcm which all 


of last year's grass has been burned aa 


starting point, 1 would thoroughly 


scarify tho surface with a huarp liar- 
row, 
or, bettei still, a disk, crossing 


and recro^Mug until the surface was 
full of small channels or furrows for 
tho lodgment of the teed. 
Then I would 


sow tho ground with a mixture of the 
following seecK: Timothy, two busliels; 
red clover, ono bushd; white clover, 
one bushel; Kentucky blue grass, two 
bushels. 
Sow at the rate of not less 


than 15 pounds per acre. 
Other seeds 


may bo added with profit. 
This should 


be done as early in the spring as tho 
ground is iu good condition to work. 
The sooner after tho frost is out of the 
ground the greater the chances of suc- 
cess. 
After heeding again harrow at 


least ones—better twice—to cover the 
eced and prevent it being blown away 
or drying up. 


As the bonEon advances the native 


grasses will spring up and grow with 
vigor, famishing » "0>ado to the yonng 
plants that they apparently enjcy. Tho 
grass should ne\cr bo permitted to bo 
closely cropped the iirst year. To this 
mulching of &ia^ tlicro is not the objec- 
tion that there would bo to tho sowing 
of small giaiuwith.it as a mulch, which 
would be removed at a time when the 
plants were young and their -vitality 
tried to tho utmost by tho dry weather 
aud hot sun of July, to feay nothing of 
the removal of the shade to which they 
bad been accustomed all their lives. A 
pasture thus prepared may ba grazed to 
a limited extent tho tamo year it is seed- 
ed, but should' never cnny more than 
half the stock it would bo expected to 
under other circumstances. 


When there is no native sod on which 


to prepare a pasture, select ground most 
convenient, plow it with a narrow stir- 
ring plow, turning it as deeply us pos- 
sible, following with a subsoil plow not 
loss than 13 inches deep, harrow down 
nntil the surface is a fine, smooth seed- 
bed. Let tho preparations bo made as 
early in the season as possible when the 
ground is in good condition. Seed with 
the mixture before mentioned, only use 
rather a more than a loss quantity; har- 
row the surface both ways with a fine 
tooth harrow, being careful to cover 
all the surface. If the general ground 
is dry, a heavy roller to pack the sur- 
face may be used with profit. I should 
not use grain as a mulch or nurse crop. 
As the weeds spriug op and begin to in- 
terfere put tho mowing machine to work 
and cut the weeds down, leaving them 
on the ground unless the crop cut is a 
very heavy one, in which case it would 
be well to remove a part of the weeds 
where they are tho thickest. I consider 
tho nso of tho mowing machine on a 
pasture as a decided help to the young 
plants rather than otherwise. Itretards 
the growth of tho top anrt allows tho 
development of the root that will iu 
after years send up an abundance of 
herbage much greater than if left to 
develop the top at the expeuse of the 
root. 


Snap and Lima Beana. 


As to varieties, some do well in ono 


soil, but not in another, and then tastes 
differ about vegetables just as about 
flowers or clothes. The progressive gar- 
dener always gets a few new varieties 
for trial, bat the average man, if he is

selection from American Gardening: 


Among snap beans Valentino and 


Refugee are good reliable old groan pod- 
ded sorts. Refugee Wax and Challenge 
Black Wax are fine wax varieties. There 
is a new Valentine Wax that is worth 
trying as a novelty. 


In selecting Lima beans get Hender- 


son's Dwarf to fill tho gap between peas 
and Innias; then Dreer's and Burpee's 
Dwarf Limas to sow in rows 2^ feet 
apart, but if you want to use poles get 
Dreer's Lima or Challenger. 


Sheep and hops are good in orchards 


—hogs preferable to sheep, because they 
root tho ground over and prepare id for 
an application of fertilizer.
